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".  .  .  How  far  ahead  should  the  mature  person  be  able  to  project  his 
interest  and  concern?  Certainly  more  than  one  generation— far  beyond  the 
time  of  his  own  death— because  it  is  a  fact  that  much  of  the  most  signficant 
work  being  done  now  in  the  world  will  not  reach  fruition  until  the  next 
or  the  following  generation.  And  the  world  needs  many  people  who  are 
able  to  work  for  something  the  results  of  which  they  will  not  see  themselves. 

"Now  this  requires  an  extensive  degree  of  belonging  in  time— a  high 
degree  of  identification  in  the  time  process.  And  this  is  an  area  of  education 
in  which  both  homes  and  schools  frequently  fail.  Yet  it  is  vastly  important. 
Otherwise,  if  we  haven't  got  that  time  context  as  part  of  our  living,  we 
are  not  going  to  worry  at  all  about  what  happens  to  the  next  or  the  follow- 
ing generation. 

"If  we  don't  do  that,  may  I  say  it  again,  there  isn't  going  to  be  any 
following  generation.  We  are  going  to  have  to  worry  about  the  following 
generations  to  insure  that  they  exist.  And  this  is  new  in  the  history  of 
the  world  ..."
